We asked Mr. Anderson if he would ever consider competing with 
other marching bands around the state and he replied, “If our educational 
goal was to perform four pieces of music from August to November as 
other schools do, we might consider it for motivational purposes”.

MAKING ALL STATE is the highest honor a high school musician can receive. Auditions for the 285-picce All State 
Band, 210-piecc Orchestra, and 600- voice chorus were held in Washington, Iowa on October 26, 1991. Only about 17% of the 
students who try out are selected for membership in the All State Honor Groups. This year's group of All State Qualifiers included 
many students that have qualified for a number of years. The qualifiers this year for band are Martin Mcnke, Erin Guss, Drew 
Anderson, Jen Rock, Kristen Smith, Ryan Blodig, Adrian Sherrill, and Melanie Holdorf. The qualifiers for choir arc Kori Jorgensen, 
Randy Riewcrts, Amanda Orris, and Gregg Campbell. This years alternates included: Jenny Birtcll, Cristian Carlton, Valerie 
Schnckloth, Matt Oliver, and Tom Knapper. In addition to these qualifiers, we had two freshmen qualify for a competition similar to 
All State, but for younger participants. This was the first year for this concert 

All State is a concert that is held every year at the Hilton Coliseum in Ames, Iowa. It is a festival concert open for the 
public to view. This year’s performance was held on November 23. The audience this year included approximately 4,000 people, 
this is less than most years, most likely due to the bad weather. The qualifying students left on Thursday afternoon. They had to 
attend many hours of rehearsal all day Friday and before the performance Saturday evening. Some participants in this year's concert 
stated that the concert was of better quality this year than the concerts of the previous two years. 

When interviewing a band and a choir three time recipient of this honor, the question about the most enjoyable part of this 
experience was asked. Responses were: The actual performance will "blow you away", the sound is magnificent; it is interesting to 
be performing under a different director, and to sec how they approach the job.

THIS SEASON the North Scott varsity football team went 0-9 for the first 
time since 1986 and no one felt worse than coach Aaron Van Dyke. 

A major contributing factor to the losing season was the low number of 
students out for football. The team started the season with 28 varsity players, four of 
which were sophomores. By the end of the season the number of players dwindled to 
22 players dressed in uniform. 

Despite the losing season some individuals still had some record-setting 
performances in 1991. 

Senior Hans Krueger set both single season and career records for kick-off 
average, as he averaged 53.8 yards per kick-off this year and 50.2 yards for his career. 

The other Lancer record-breaker was senior kick-off returner Mike Griggs who 
finished his career with 823 yards on 34 returns. 

Krueger was the lone Lancer to make the first team all-conference list. He 
made the first team as a punter and the second team as a kicker. Sophomore wide 
receiver Daryl Gerardy and junior quarterback Josh Younkin joined Krueger on the 
second team, while seniors Terry Lassiter, Brad Van Pelt, and Chad Haedt made 
honorable mention as offensive guard, linebacker, and defensive back respectively.
